Cattleyas 

Cattleyas Triane, Percivaliana, Schreedere, maxima, 
Mossia, Walkeriana and others should now be showing 
very active growth. Do not keep them too heavily 
shaded. It is always better to provide some movable 
shading that can be put on from about 9 o’clock in the 
morning until about 3 in the afternoon on bright days. 
On dull days it can be left off entirely. Watering should 
be carefully attended to every day. Give light overhead 
syringings and damp down the floors and benches two or 
three times a day during any hot spells. Give plenty 
of ventilation during the day and leave a couple of 
inches of air on the top ventilators which will prevent 
too much humidity. Look the plants over for insects 
about every ten days. 


Care of Smilax 


Smilax benched early in June should now be ad- 
vancing very rapidly. Smilax when doing well makes 
very vigorous roots and will want water abundantly sup- 
plied. Always avoid careless watering which usually 
leaves the surface wet, while the under soil remains dry. 
Syringe on all bright days. This will keep red spider 
in check. Provide strings just as soon as the plants are 
willing to climb. Keep the beds well cultivated be- 
tween the plants and during torrid weather ventilate 
freely. 

Mulching and Feeding Chrysanthemums 

Earliest benched chrysanthemums will now need to 
be mulched. A layer of about an inch evenly spread 
over the surface will serve the purpose of preventing 
rapid escape of moisture, and the richer it is in readily 
available plant nutriment—barring for the present all 
mineral fertilizers—the better it will be. Start with a 
light mulch of well-rotted manure. Don’t put the 
manure on too thick; just enough to cover the soil to 
the depth of about an inch is sufficient, remembering 
that it is better to apply it at two or three different 
times than to give one heavy coat. Give all pot-plants 
that are well established, liquid manure once a week. 
When the bench stock show their buds they should have 
liquid feed, too. Where you want short jointed and 
sturdy growth give abundant ventilation. Keep the

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beds clean by frequent stirring of the surface and give 
extra attention to watering. 
Poinsettias in Pans 
Keep right on propagating poinsettias. You will. 
have use for plenty of dishes and pans filled with them 
for Christmas trade. Any ordinary greenhouse or 
frame can be used for propagating purposes. Never let 
them wilt. If you do they will shrivel up and perish 
in the sand. It is also necessary to keep them shaded 
from the sunshine. Guard against sunshine and 
draughts and see that the bed is kept saturated and you 
will have no trouble in rooting a high per cent. Just as 
soon as they are nicely rooted pot them into 2 or 24-inch 
pots using a compost of fibrouy loam three parts, well 
decayed cow manure and leaf mold one part each. Keep 
shaded and moist until they take hold of the compost 
after which they should have full sun. 


Propagating Crotons 

Now is a good time to propagate these plants and the 
sooner a beginning is made the better. Old plants that 
have become lanky and unsightly will give good ma- 
terial for propagation. There is no better method than 
by mossing. Make a cut with a sharp knife upward 
about half an inch through the wood on any tops that 
have been denuded of some of the leaves. To keep the 
incision open place a little sphagnum moss in the cut, 
and then cover it with some moss about the size of an 
egg and tie it on. Plants so treated should be placed 
by themselves where they can be kept moist all the time. 
By keeping the moss wet and the atmosphere well 
charged with moisture they will soon show roots through 
the moss. Keep the roots of the plants themselves on 
the dry side. 

Repairing Heating Apparatus 

Now is the time to look after heating apparatus and 
get everything in perfect working order for winter. It 
frequently happens that a close inspection will reveal 
defects in the boiler or piping that have escaped detec- 
tion up to now. These defects which at first seem but'a 
small affair often rapidly augment themselves in pro- 
portion and seriousness, so now see that they are 
remedied. ,

We'll Do The Rest. 
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A Contrast 

Yes it was quite a contrast indeed to see a bench 
planted to that good old variety, Bridesmaid, and an- 
other bench planted to Mrs. George Shawyer. There 
they were, each in its glory. The only difference was 
the old and the new. We say the only difference, but it 
was not the only difference after all, for the Bridesmaid, 
good enough in days gone by, could never begin to be in 
the race with its newest rival, not only in the quality of 
the cut flowers, but all the way around, including stem, 
foliage, productiveness, keeping qualities and all the 
rest of the points. There are less Brides and Brides- 
maids grown for the market in the east now than there 
ever were before. In fact ask many wholesalers for 
some of these and they will look at you for a while to 
see if you mean it. 


Mildew 

When the Killarney made its first appearance, its 
great drawback was its greater liability to mildew than 
the varieties then in cultivation. In fact it was said 
by many that Killarney could not be grown without 
mildew, and this was thought to be true, and yet there 
are thousands of Killarneys grown today without even 
a speck of mildew, and it will be the same with the new 
varieties just now being commercialized. 


Black Spot on Beauties 


Although it is still early in the season it is best to 
keep a sharp lookout for this disease on all the early 
planted houses, and it is not a very bad idea to take all 
the necessary precautions to prevent spot setting in. 
Experience will show that spot will usually set in on 
and among the clusters of bottom leaves, leaves that 
come in contact with the soil. It is therefore advisable 
to go over the plants every now and then and pick off 
any leaves that may be too low for safety. It is best 
not to do this all at once as it might then have a weak- 
ening effect on the plants. Begin when the plants 
branch out and the shoots begin to reach the first wire, 
and then keep on picking off all the surplus foliage. 
Another advantage to be gained when the lowermost 
leaves are picked off is the fact that red spider generally 
manages to secure a foothold among these leaves, and 
once it has been admitted it will not be so very easy to 
rid the plants of it, as it is very difficult indeed to reach 
these with the hose while syringing. 

Lime 

The season is far enough advanced now to make it 
necessary to use lime regularly, dusting or blowing it 
underneath the foliage last thing at night, and not 
being afraid of using too much. There is a little trick 
in doing this just right, as has been stated in these col- 
umns before and that is to blow the lime underneath the 
plants rather gently, so that the lime dust thus produced 
will rise slowly, instead of blowing out on the other 
side of the bench as it would should too much force be 
used. Properly applied dry air-shacked lime is of great 
value to the rose grower. 





Liming the Benches 


It is yet rather early in the season to apply much lime 
to the benches but still in the early planted houses it may 
be necessary to use a little to insure good sturdy growth, 
When applying the lime, it is best to use only a little 
at a time, just enough to whiten the surface of the 
benches. Then go over it and rub the lime around so ag 
to make sure that it will stay where it was put and soak 
into the benches evenly when water is applied, instead 
of settling too much in one spot, and very little in 
another. 

; Greenfly 

In spite of all said and written this pest still finds 
plenty of room for existence on many places, and a word 
or two on this old topic will not be altogether out of 
place. With the hot weather of the past two weeks, 
fumigation could hardly be resorted to, and yet that is 
no excuse whatever for not having the plants free from 
Aphis. With the many good spraying materials that are 
now on the market it ought to be a simple matter to keep 
them all free from insects. Only do not try to do it all 
at once. The doctor gives us medicine to take a little 
at a time and thereby helps us to get well, whereas if it 
was taken all in one dose it would no doubt kill us then 
and there. Apply this same principle when spraying or 
fumigating the houses. A weak spray applied last thing 
at night followed by a syringe the next day, and another 
spray right after syringing while the plants are still 
wet, will go a good ways to rid the plants of all insects. 
However it is best not to wait until the plants become 
infested, but spray or fumigate regularly every so often, 
and by doing this no greenfly will ever get a chance. 
This constant war on the pest will help keep red spider 
out, too. Although the spray has to be made quite strong 
to kill spider a weaker one is very distasteful indeed, and 
more congenial quarters are usually sought by Mr. 
Spider and his kin. 

Commercial Fertilizers 

Do not be in too much of a hurry to feed the plants, 
especially with highly concentrated chemical fertilizers. 
This may be all good and well later, when the supply of 
plant food in the bench soil has been practically ex- 
hausted, but at present it is much better to let the plants 
find all nourishment in the soil. This will not only in- 
sure sturdy growth, but will insure well rooted plants 
as well, for if the plants find all they require right 
within easy reach, the roots will not spread far and 
near to reach the necessary food, ete. We had a good 
proof of this one time when two houses were torn out for 
replanting. One bench of Beauties was found to have 
hardly. any roots at all, for it had been given too much 
water, etc., and the plants in the second house were 
rooted right down to the bench boards, so that often a 
board would lift with the plant. Of course the boards 
were not fastened in the least. To go further we found 
that in the latter house two and almost three roses were 
cut for every one of the roses cut in the first house, be- 
cause of proper care and treatment which meant good 
roots, and good roots mean cut flowers good and plenty.

Care of Late Vinery 


The late vinery will be the chief consideration 
amongst the grapes from now on until Christmas. The 
earlier one will be either finished or have ripe fruit 
waiting to be cut, which is easy from a growers’ point of 
view. In the late house the berries will be swelling 
fast, demanding all the care possible in anticipation of 
the best crops. Keep the border watered well and also 
give the roots plenty of feed. If a mulch is already on 
the border give it some clear water first, then dust on 
the manure and water it in. Artificial manures are all 
right for vines but if good liquid manure-water can be 
had from the farmyard there is nothing to beat it. Keep 
all sub-laterals pinched out and at the same time keep a 


, sharp lookout for the numerous pests that are liable to 


make an appearance, chief of which is red spider. The 
late house will be more susceptible to spider than the 
previous ones as the hot weather during its growing sea- 
son necessitates open ventilators, making the air drier 
than the earlier houses would be at the same stage, with 
perhaps only half the air on. When spider is discov- 
ered lose no time in having the foliage sponged with 
clear soft water. Some gardeners may prefer to syringe, 
or spray with insecticides, but once seeing a fine lot of 
Gros Colmans marked on every berry through this 
method of eradicating spider I prefer to take the longer 
and safer course. 


Care of Strawberries 


Strawberries that were potted up some two weeks or 
more ago and placed pot-thick to husband the moisture 
will now need going through. First remove any rhi- 
zomes (or runners) the plants are making, also any bad 
foliage they may have. Follow this up by pricking up 
the surface soil with a pointed stick or label, not deeply, 
just enough to break the hard crust that has formed 
restricting the free passage of air to the roots. After 
this the pots should be spaced, giving the foliage plenty 
of room to develop. Do not, however, overdo this or 
the pots will dry out very quickly. See that all pots 
are stood level on a bed of ashes which will always make 
them clean on the bottom and the weeds will not grow so 


easily as they would on bare soil. During the hottest 
part of the day we find a shading of one thickness of 
cheese-cloth beneficial to the plants. After the pots 
are nicely filled with roots some weak soot-water twice 
a week will help them. 


Melons in the Frames 


If the plants growing in cold frames show any signs 
of starvation soon after the fruit is set feed them, but do 
not overdo it if they have a quantity of soil to grow into 
or some of the fruits will crack later on. The quantity 
of soil they are growing in is a thing that has to be 
reckoned with right from the start and the longer they 
are growing the greater part it plays. With no restric- 
tion to the roots, sometimes we find no limit to the size 
of the fruit, which excels itself and bursts, or cracks open 
about the time it should start to ripen. Water very 
carefully as the ripening stage approaches. Opinions 
differ as to whether the fruits should be left in their 
natural position on the soil or raised on inverted pots. 
With the same subjects growing in a house the fruits are 
suspended beneath the foliage which affords shading. 
By raising them on the pots they are above’ the foliage 
and exposed to the full sun which must in some degree 
make them harder and be a detriment to their swelling, 
which brings me to the conclusion that they are best 
left with the natural shading of their own foliage. A 
piece of wood about an inch thick, to allow a groove to 
be put into it, will keep the fruits off the soil and give 
them a better appearance for the table. The groove in 
the wood is to allow the moisture to drain away. 


Tomatoes 


It may seem early to talk about sowing tomatoes for 
winter work, but there is always a possibility of an early 
frost and the tomatoes are one of the first things to go 
under. In those districts where early frosts are fre- 
quent a sowing now will have ripe fruit in time to keep 
up a continuous supply. These can be grown in pots, 
until a later sowing comes into bearing and then be done 
away with, thus not utilizing any of the regular bench 
room devoted to them. A six-inch pot will furnish 


about three hundred plants. 











BRITISH HORTICULTURE. 
Sweet Pea Show. 


The National Sweet Pea Society 
held an excellent show in London, on 
July 17th. The cup presented by W. 
Atlee Burpee, of Philadelphia, was 
awarded to F. A. Wellesley, Westfield, 
Woking. In the trade section a fine 
display was made by Dobbie & Co., 
who received a gold medal. The va- 
rieties included: New Marquis, mauve; 
Thomas Stevenson, orange scarlet; 
Mrs. Heslington, lavender; Duplex, 
semi-double cream pink; King White; 
Lady Miller, apricot tint on cream 
ground; Inspector, semi-double orange 
salmon; Lavender George Herbert, 
bluish lavender; Edrom Beauty, 
orange salmon; and others. Robert 


Bolton also received a gold medal for 
a well-arranged group. W. J. Unwin, 
of Histon, was another successful 
exhibitor. Four novelties were ex- 
hibited on the stand of Bertrand W. 
Deal, These were: Sincerity, deep 
cerise; Delight, carmine rose; Annie 
Sculpher, salmon cerise; and Brook- 
lands Queen, salmon shading on soft 
rose,

The old-time system of asking for pay- 
ment of accounts once in six months so long prevalent 
among the retail florists in dealing with fashionable 
customers, and extended sometimes to even a year by 
the bulb dealers who were willing to wait for their 
money until the bulbs had been flowered and the 
product disposed of, dies a slow death. Whatever 
progress is made towards more prompt settlements in 
any department of the business makes it easier for all to 
follow suit and helps all around. Short-time debtors 
make long-time friends. 


We are in receipt of a letter from Con- 
gressman David J. Lewis of Maryland, 
the parcel post expert, sounding a note 
of warning over what seems to be very 
like the first serious effort of the express companies to 
destroy the parcel post. Mr. Lewis declares that should 
the “administrative powers” clause of the parcel post 
law be stricken out as is threatened the vital force of the 
parcel post will be killed and the hard work of forty 
years lost. He asks that letters and telegrams be sent 
to senators and congressmen, demanding that the law be 
let alone and the service of the parcel post expanded and 
cheapened as the postmaster general may find it needful 
and feasible. We were pleased, as no doubt the ma- 
jority of our readers were, when the announcement was 
made that a larger limit of weight and a lower rate of 
postage would go into effect August 15. This an- 
nouncement, it seems, has stirred up the express and 
railroad interests. The American people, however, have 
had their fill of express domination and we do not be- 
lieve they are in the temper to submit to any inter- 
ference with what has been so laboriously secured.

many reasons and would add much to the public interest 
in these affairs. The difficulty of getting this element to 
exhibit is well known and has been frequently com- 
mented upon in these columns and elsewhere. As we 
have before remarked the competitive idea is undoubtedly 
the great stumbling block. One can hardly blame the 
florists either, for the prestige placed in jeopardy when 
a decorator of wide repute enters a competition of this 
character is a matter of much more serious import to 
him than the chances taken by plant or flower growers in 
their competitions can ever be. The only possible way 
we can see by which the retail florists can ever be in- 
duced to enter enthusiastically into the flower exhibi- 
tions is to do away with all competitions on tables, man- 
tles and the like in the commercial classes and assign 
booths to all retailers who will accept same and agree to 
display examples of their flower work as has been done 
so successfully at several of the large exhibitions im 
Chicago. We hope the management of the Interna 
tional Flower Show will find it feasible to give this plan 
a practical tryout at New York next spring.

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Dendrobium 


The subject of the illustration is one of the best 
species of the beautiful and variable genus Dendrobium. 
Its large trusses of white and orange flowers are produced 


freely from the two-year-old and older pseudo-bulbs and 
a well-flowered specimen forms a lovely picture. There 
are several other species closely allied to the foregoing 
and all are well worth growing. D. Farmeri comes per- 
haps the nearest to it and it is hard to say which of the 


iwo is the more beautiful. In this species the sepals and 
petals vary from pure white to the most delicate shade 
of pink and rose; the lip is orange as in D. thyrsi- 
florum. It is easily distinguished from the former by 


its four-angled dark green, pseudo-bulbs. D. densi- 
florum has the whole of the flowers orange with the lip 
a shade darker than the sepals and petals and the flow- 
ers are set closer together than in the two foregoing 
species. The pseudo-bulbs are shorter and stouter than 
in D. thyrsiflorum. 

\ll three are natives of hot climates (India) and 
therefore require lots of heat and moisture during their 
growing season, which begins soon after the flowers have 
faded in late spring or early summer. They will be 
found to do their best suspended from the roof of the 
warmest house obtainable from the time they start to 
grow until the new bulbs are completed, during which 
time they should be slightly shaded and not be allowed 
to get dry for any length of time. As the new growths 
reach maturity, an occasional dip in weak liquid ma- 
nure water will be of benefit to them. This can be kept 
up until the new pseudo-bulbs are fully developed, when 
the plants may be removed to cooler quarters and grad- 
ually exposed to full sunshine in order to ripen the 
new growth. The amount of water, both at the roots 
and in the atmosphere, should also be reduced at this 
time and during the winter and up to the time when 
the buds begin to push forth, very little water should 
be given. 

The plants can be potted in good osmunda fibre to 
which a little live sphagnum moss can be added. Pot 
rather firm in pans, baskets or, better still, common 
flower pots with three holes to permit suspending. Give 
ample drainage to allow the water to pass off quickly; 
the water should run through the -compost as it would 
through a sieve. This applies to all orchids; no orchid

THE HORSECHESTNUTS. 
From Bulletin No. 41 of the Arnold Arbo- 
retum, Boston. 

The Horsechestnut (Aesculus Hippo- 
castanum) growing naturally in a re- 
stricted area has the power of flourish- 
ing and reproducing itself in regions 
with climates as unlike as those of east- 
ern New Englandand western Scotland. 
The home of this tree among the 
mountains of northern Greece is of 
such limited extent that, although the 
Horsechestnut has been cultivated in 
Europe for more than three centuries, 
it is only in comparatively recent 
years that the wild tree has been dis- 
covered. The Grecian Horsechestnut 
is one of the noblest of the exotic trees 
cultivated in the United States, but for 
the development of its greatest beauty 
it requires deep, rich, moist soil and 
abundant space for the spread of its 
branches. Few other trees suffer more 
from smoke, dust, and the other un- 
natural conditions of city life. There 
are a number of forms in cultivation 
but none of them equals the typical 
tree in beauty. One of the best known 
of these abnormal forms is the variety 
with double flowers (var. Baumannii, 
flore pleno). This form flowers later 
than the single-flowered tree and the 
flowers last a long time in good con- 
dition. There are varieties with erect 
branches (var. pyramidalis) and with 
erect and spreading branches forming 
a round-topped tree (var. umbraculi- 
fera); and there are varieties with 
variously incised leaflets (var. incisa 
and var. laciniata), and with leaves 
blotched with yellow (var. variegata), 
but these are all horticultural curiosi- 
ties and of no interest to the general 
planter. 

The so-called red-flowered Horse- 
chestnut, which appeared in Europe 
many years ago, although its origin 
is not entirely clear, is probably a 
hybrid of the common Horsechestnut 
with the red-flowered A. Pavia of the 
southeastern United States. The right 
name of this tree is A. carnea, al- 
though it is often found in nurseries 
under the name of A. rubicunda. It 
has the general habit and appearance 
of the common Horsechestnut, but it 
is a smaller tree and blooms later, and 
the flowers on different individuals 
vary from red to pale rose color. The 
handsomest form (var. Briotii) has 
deep red flowers and is one of the 
most ornamental of the arborescent 
Horsechestnuts. The Japanese Horse- 
chestnut (A. turbinata) is rather close- 
ly related to the Grecian tree and re- 
sembles it in general appearance, al- 
though the flowers are less showy. In 
its native country this is a large and 
handsome tree, and it promises to be 
a valuable ornamental tree here. The 





largest specimen in the United States 
is in Rochester, N. Y., where the Jap- 
anese Horsechestnut has flowered and 
produced large crops of seeds for sev- 
eral years. The Himalayan Horse- 
chestnut, the species from central 
China discovered by Wilson, and the 
California species are not hardy here, 
and the north China Horsechestnut is 
not yet established in the Arboretum. 

Southeastern North America is the 


_ real home of the Horsechestnuts, judg- 


ing by the multiplication of species in 
that part of the world where a num- 
ber of interesting and valuable new 
forms have recently been discovered. 
The earliest of the American species 
to flower is the so-called Ohio Buck- 
eye, A. glabra. This is a small 
tree with pale yellow flowers, fruit 
like that of the Grecian tree covered 
with prickles and dark bark exfoli- 
ating in thin flakes. A form of this 
tree with usually seven instead of five 
leaflets (var. Buckleyi) is not otherwise 
different from the common form. An- 
other form of this tree (var. leu- 
codermis) from southern Missouri and 
Arkansas, with pale bark, blooms 
about two weeks later than the type. 

The other yellow-flowered arbores- 
cent Horsechestnut of the eastern 
states (A. octandra) differs from the 
Ohio Buckeye in the absence of 
prickles from the fruit. It is a larger 
tree, growing sometimes on the slopes 
of the southern Appalachian Mountains 
to the height of eighty feet, and 
blooms a week or ten days later. 
This is a valuable ornamental tree 
which is now rarely found in collec- 
tions. The other arborescent species 
of the southern states, the red-flow- 
ered A. Pavia, is not yet established 
in the Arboretum, although some gar- 
den forms of this tree (var. atrosan- 
quinea and var. Whittleyi), flower here 
freely. 

From a race of hybrids between A. 
octandra and A. Pavia some valuable 
garden plants have been obtained. 
This hybrid appeared in Paris at the 
beginning of the last century and the 
correct name for it is A. hybrida, al- 
though in recent European publica- 
tions it is sometimes called A. verst- 
color. The flowers are of different 
shades of red, and individuals differ in 
foliage, in the size and color of the 
flowers, and in their time of opening. 
Of recently described species from the 
southeastern states only A. georgiana 
from central Georgia will flower this 
year. This is a broad, round-topped 
shrub, growing sometimes to the 
height of five or six feet, with large 
red and yellow flowers in long com- 
pact clusters, and a plant of much 
promise as a garden ornament. A. 
parviflora is the last of the Horse- 
chestnuts to flower and its tall nar- 
row spikes of white flowers do not 
open before midsummer. In the Ar- 
boretum are beds of young plants of 
the yellow-flowered A. arguta, a small 
shrub from eastern Texas, and of the 
beautiful red-flowered shrub or small 
tree from the southern and _ south- 
western states usually called A. aus- 
trina. Much attention has been paid 
to the formation of the Arboretum 
collection of Horsechestnuts and it 
will well repay the attention of per- 
sons interested in a beautiful genus 
of now too little known trees and 
shrubs well suited for the decoration 
of northern parks and gardens.

GHENT. 

Mr. Winfried Roelker, who has just 
returned from Europe on the S. 8. 
Vaderland, says that the Ghent show 
was a pronounced success, especially 
in the azaleas and rhododendrons.

Tricorolle; an early crimson red, 
with three rows of petals; a seedling 
of Simon Mardner x Hexe. 

Easter Greeting; a bright crimson 
color, and good keeper; a seedling of 
Camille Véervaene x Hexe. 

Christmas Star; a deep blood-red 
seedling of Postmaster Stephan by 
some other seedling; better color than 
that of the parent. 

Star of Belgium (Etoile de Belgi- 
que); a seedling of unnamed novel- 
ties; the color deeper than Postmaster 
Stephan, the petals pointed, cactus 
dahlia-like, eight to nine petals to the 
row in place of five; a very double

flower. Will not be ready for the 
trade until 1915. 

Regina Graciosa; very large double 
white flower; a seedling of Mme. Her- 
mann Seidel (white Kerkhove) with a 
seedling of Louis Cavelier. Will not 
be ready for the trade until 1913. 

President Alexis Cailler; glossy 
crimson pink; a seedling of E. Eck- 
houte x Haerensiana; larger in the 
flower than Eckhoute. Will be ready 
this fall. 

Susanna; a very early double white; 
a seedling of Mme, Petrick x Anne 
Hunkel. Will not be ready for the 
trade until fall. 

Angelinde; a large double white 
flower of fine shape; is a sister plant 
to the former, having the same 
parents; very double but not so early 
as Susanna. Both are good keepers. 
Will not be ready for the trade until 
1915. 

Mr. Roelker says that Lady Roose- 
velt and Miss Elsie Roelker were also 
exhibited by the Kuyk firm but under 
the names of Daybreak and Blushing 
Bride respectively and that Haerens 
is now contesting Kuyk’s right to so 
change the names, before the Cham- 
bre Syndicale Horticole. 





CONTROL OF TWO ELM-TREE 
PESTS. 
(From Bulletin 333, N. Y. State College of 
Agriculture.) 

The elms of the eastern United 
States are subject to the attacks of 
two serious insect pests, the imported 
elm leaf-beetle and the elm leaf-miner. 
The leaf-beetle attacks both the Amer- 
ican and European elms. Many inqui- 


ries are received each season regard- 


ing these pests and methods of fight- 
ing them. 

In this bulletin are given the results 
of two years of work in spraying for 
the leaf-beetle and the leaf-miner. The 
types of machines used in spraying 
large trees are discussed in some de 
tail. Considerable definite data are 
given also on the cost of spraying 
large trees. Observations on the life 
history of the beetle are also included. 

It was found that the imported elm- 
leaf-beetle could be kept under control 
very satisfactorily by spraying the 
trees with arsenate of lead at the rate 
of four or five pounds to fifty gallons 
of water. Perhaps two sprayings are 
best during the first year, but one 
thorough application each season 
thereafter seems to be _ sufficient. 
Large elm trees can be sprayed at a 
cost of thirty to forty cents per tree 
for one application. 

The elm leaf-miner attacks the Eu- 
ropean elms by mining out the inner 
tissues of the leaves. This insect ap- 
parently becomes more injurious and 
widespread each year. 

It was discovered that an applica- 
tion of “Black-leaf 40” and soap to 
the leaves would kill a large majority 
of the miners if made while the larvae 
were young. Spraying experiments ex- 
tending over two seasons show that 
the “Black-leaf 40” should be used at 
the rate of one pint to one hundred 
gallons of water, to which has been 
added five pounds of ordinary laundry 
soap or whale-oil soap. The trees 
should be sprayed just as soon as the 
mines begin to show and while the 
larvae are young. 

Notes on the life history of the 
miner are given in the bulletin.

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KROESCHELL HEATERS FOR LON- 
DON. 

Two No. 14 Kroeschell Boilers are 
now under construction at the works 
of the Kroeschell Bros. Co. at Chi- 
cago, and which are to be used for 
the new central hot water heating sys- 
tem (forced circulation) for Lowe & 
Shawyer, Uxbridge, London, Middle- 
sex, England. Each boiler measures 
60 inches in width, 50 inches in 
height, and 16 feet in length. These 
boilers will be constructed complete 
at the Kroeschell factory, and when 
finished will be loaded on board 
freight cars to begin their long jour- 
ney from Chicago to London. The 
cars will be placed alongside of the 
ocean steamer and loaded direct. 

The shipping weight of Kroeschell’s 
No. 14 is in the neighborhood of 14,- 
000 pounds, and it will be interesting 
to learn that the freight on these boil- 
ers from Chicago to London is less 
than the freight charges from Chicago 
to the Pacific Coast. 

The capacity of a No. 14 Kroeschell 
is 12,000 lineal feet of four-inch pipe 
in addition to the mains. The im- 
mense glass capacity of these boilers 
can be grasped by their rating con- 
verted in 1%-inch pipe, of which a 
No. 14 Kroeschell will heat 5% miles 
of this size pipe for hot water heat- 
ing if placed from end to end.

THE LARGE DESIGN. 

The use of the large funeral design, 
so much in vogue the past twenty- 
five years, has been diminishing to 
such an extent that the average flor- 
ist of the present day rarely carries 
any wire frames other than the ordi- 
nary run of flat designs that he knows 
are ready sellers. The reason of the 
shrinkage in large floral tributes has 
never been made clear; nor do I think 
it ever will be. Years ago there were 
very few funerals without the broken 
column, gates-a-jar, large arch, open 
book, etc. While these designs were 
sometimes attractive they were bulky 
and cumbersome to handle and very 
often did not arrive at the house in 
the same condition as when they left 
the store, especially on a cold winter 
day when heavy paper wrappings were 
necessary to keep the flowers from 
freezing, because there was no auto- 
mobile delivery service as we have at 
the present time. 

Today the first suggestion of the 
salesman seems to be a flat wreath or 
a spray, never taking the price into 
consideration, whether it be one dol- 
lar or fifty dollars, as these simple 
designs can be made for any price, the 
sky being the limit. One reason in 
my mind for side-tracking the large 
fancy design seems to be the saving 
of the wire frame and the time of 
making, especially when the flowers 
are wanted in a hurry. Still, the pub- 
lic do not ask to see the large set 
designs as they did before, but there 
are a few large designs going around 
for special occasions such as society 
and lodge emblems. 

Another reason seems plausible for 
this falling off, but only among the 
poorer class; that is, the apartments 
being small, the large designs must 
be given the proper space on their ar- 
rival, so as not to offend the senders. 
Then comes the expense of extra car- 
riages for the conveyance of the flow- 
ers, and this is not always within the 
means of the deceased one’s family; 
and here is where we must stop trying 
to figure out the problem.

BOSTON Little doing either in lo- 
cal or shipping circles, 
and stock moves only at low figures. 
Roses of the summer standard such 
as Carnot, Taft and Radiance show 
good quality, but others are very poor, 
Asters come in freely, although only 
a few of them—purple and white pref- 
erably—reach the required standard of 
quality. Others sell with difficulty. 
Beauties are in abundance, but of low 
grade as to bud even when stem and 
foliage are all that could be desired. 
Of carnations there are very few. 
Gladioli plentiful and getting too com- 
mon. Sweet peas—lots of them and 
most of them very inferior. 
With a very short sup- 
CHICAGO ply and a brisk demand, 
considering the season 
of the year, the trade has had a good 
deal of trouble to supply their wants. 
Of roses there are but few of fair 
length and good quality; this is par- 
ticularly true as to white. In pink, 
Maryland helps out. Some fair stock 
of these in limitable quantities is 
available, Sunburst and Ward may be 
classed as among the best summer va- 
rieties and are in brisk demand. Beau- 
ties are scarce and as to Quality are 
nothing to boast of. Peonies are still 
quite a feature on this market and sell 
at a good figure, but the coming week 
will about finish them. Lilies, both 
longiflorum and auratum, are about 
equal to demand and generally of good 
quality. Carnations are practically 
out of the running; a few field-grown 
are making their appearance. Asters 
seem to be late. A limited quantity of 
Queen of the Market is coming in, but 
so far they have made little impres- 
sion on the market. A few sweet 
peas short stemmed, are still com- 
ing in. Gladioli are increasing in sup- 
ply and are meeting with a good de- 
mand. 
Good summer condi- 
CINCINNATI tions prevail in the 
market. A good de- 
mand has kept up steadily throughout 
July. The supply, however, has in- 
creased greatly and has _ brought 
about conditions that are such that 
only the good stock sells readily. Only 
ordinary prices prevail. In roses the 
receipts of all teas are heavy. The 
greater part of the stock is short 
stemmed. Giganteum lilies clean up 
at fair prices. Auratum lilies are fine 
and are enjoying a fair call. 
No change is noted 
NEW YORK thus far in the whole- 
sale market situation, 
which continues to stand at lowest 
mid-summer mark. Asters are getting 
quite abundant, as are gladioli, but out- 
side of these two summer specialties 
very few flowers are being sent in. 
There are more than enough for any 
call that is likely to materialize at 
present, however. Roses as a rule are 
poor and carnations are worse. Plenty
